WILD  ROSE  MERCANTILE 

by  Fred  J.  Borgmann  - WNWA 
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Not  so  long  ago  during  the 
depression  in  the  small  town  of  Wild 
Rose,  Wisconsin,  the  owner  of  the 
local  Mercantile  Company  invested  in 
tokens  for  his  business.  Six  token 
types  in  all  were  produced  as 
follows:  1 cent,  18.45mm  aluminum,  5 
cents,  20.4mm  brass,  10  cents, 
23.3mm  brass,  25  cents,  26.8mm 
brass,  50  cents,  29.35mm  brass,  1 
dollar,  34.45mm  brass.  All  have 
plain  edges. 

The  obverse  of  each  token  is 
inscribed  "WILD  ROSE  MERCANTILE  CO. 
WILD  ROSE,  WIS."  in  four  curved 


Tne  reverse  of  each  token  has  a 
numerical  denomination  in  the  center 
with  the  legend  "GOOD  FOR"  above  and 
"IN  MERCHANDISE"  below. 


Kind  of  makes  one  think  about 
the  times  when  and  the  reasons  why 
these  tokens  were  made.  During  the 
depression  especially  in  rural  small 
towns  hard  cash  must  have  been 
scarce,  so  the  ability  (within 
limits)  to  issue  tokens  has  to  be  a 
definite  advantage.  Besides  making 
more  transactions  possible,  the  use 
of  tokens  would  also  have  been  a 
short  term  loan  to  the  issuer  as 
well  as  a virtual  guarantee  of 
future  business  when  the  customer 
would  return  to  spend  the  token. 
Since  a mercantile  type  business  has 
a more  universal  appeal  than  the 
usual  bar,  for  example,  it  is 
conceivable  that  the  tokens  could 
have  circulated  through  out  the 
local  area  as  a form  of  secondary 
notgeld.  But  best  of  all  everyone 
who  used  the  token  has  a living 
advertisement  in  their  pocket  too 
valuable  to  ignore. 


Oh  for  the  good  old  days  when 
merchants  made  money  the  old 
fashioned  way,  and  the  advertising 
was  a fringe  benefit.

The  design  of  the  $100 
illustrates  the  fact  that  the  battle  was  not  all  one-sided:  During  a raid  by 
Japanese  dive-bombers,  the  "Lexington"  took  two  torpedoes  to  her  port  side.

N.O.W  began  as  a social  organization  in 
1960,  and  from  the  start  had  created  and 
propagated  warm  and  lasting  friendships, 
some  extant,  some  eternal.

Unlike  the  laborious  hand-typed  text  of 
the  first  “Trade  Tokens  of  Wisconsin” 
published  in  1967,  the  world  of 
computers  has  made  possible  print  face 
and  graphics  that  are  much  more  pleasing 
and  functional  in  the  year  1992. 


Since  the  computers  used  are  based  at 
Mazomanie  and  Madison,  Wisconsin, 
Uncle  Sam’s  postal  department,  United 
Parcel  Service,  and  AT&T  telephone  are 
familiar  with  our  address. 

The  book  is  about  75%  complete  at  this 
time,  a hobby  labor  of  love  that  holds  no 
promise  of  profit  (the  1967  and  1977 
books  were  financial  disasters). 

Like  many  long-time  N.O.W.  members, 
the  idea  of  giving  something  back  to  the 
hobby  that  has  been  such  a force  in  our 
lives  is  pleasing.  Someone  once  said: 
“you  only  get  out  of  life  what  you  put  into 
it.”  The  same  can  be  said  for  struggling 
numismatics...  perhaps  now  at  the  lowest 
point  in  the  history  of  N.O.W. 

With  young,  energetic  leadership,  and  a 
solid  Board  of  Governors,  there  is  no 
question  that  N.O.  W.  will  adapt  and 
survive.  See  you  at  Madison  N.O.W.  in  the 
Spring!

Mazomanie,  a historic  little  village  in  Dane 
County,  was  platted  in  1855  and 
incorporated  in  1885.  Edward  Brodhead,  an 
officer  of  the  Milwaukee  and  Mississippi 
Railroad  Company,  selected  the  site  and 
named  the  village  after  an  Indian, 
Manzemoneka,  whose  name  he  translated  as 
“Walking  Iron.” 

After  the  railroad  came  in  1856,  Yankees, 
Irish,  Scots,  Germans,  and  other  Europeans 
joined  English  settlers  who  had  arrived 
between  1843  and  1850  under  the  auspices 
of  the  British  Temperance  Emigration 
Society.  By  the  mid-1870s,  Mazomanie  was 
a thriving  industrial  village  of  over  1,100 
people,  second  in  population  to  Madison, 
located  20  miles  to  the  east. 


Poultry  House  for  the  Peake  family  to  live 
in. 

According  to  local  newspaper  reports,  in 
March  of  1931  one  of  G.C.  Peake’s  mammoth 
trucks,  carrying  378  cases  of  eggs,  was 
held  up  near  Palatine,  Illinois.  The  driver, 
Lee  Steadman,  was  bound  and  left  by  the 
roadside  while  the  highwaymen  made  off 
with  the  loaded  truck  --  its  contents  valued 
at  about  $12,000  (a  lot  of  money  at  that 
time).  Several  days  later  the  truck  was 
found  unharmed,  but  absolutely  eggless. 

In  May  of  1931  G.C.  Peake  and  Company 
started  negotiations  to  move  some  of  their 
operations  to  Leota,  South  Dakota  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  most  of  the  apparatus  had 
been  moved  to  Eureka,  South  Dakota.  In 
June  of  1932  it  was  rumored  that  the 
Company  was  returning  to  Mazomanie,  but 
this  never  materialized. 

One  of  the  most  unusual  “good  fors”  in  the 
state  of  Wisconsin  comes  from  this 
company.  This  aluminum  token  is  good  for  5 
chickens  (Mazo  brand)  and  was  issued  by  the 
“G.C.  Peake  & Co.”  however,  the  exact 
date  of  issue  is  not  known  (1930  or  1931). 


Between  1855  and  1900,  Mazomanie  was  a 
thriving  community,  supporting  two  flour 
mills,  two  creameries,  a brewery,  four 
blacksmith  shops,  a foundry  and  a number  of 
factories  that  produced  knitted  goods, 
cabinetry,  fanning  mills,  carriages,  wagons 
and  reapers.  There  were  3 hotels,  2 
nurseries,  a printing  office  and  many  other 
commercial  establishments.  The  poultry 
business  started  in  Mazomanie  in  1918  with 
the  establishment  of  the  Mazomanie  Poultry 
& Egg  Company.  Products  included 
wholesale  cheese,  butter,  eggs  and  poultry. 

In  November  of  1930,  The  G.C.  Peake 
Poultry  & Egg  Company  transferred  their 
Evansville  business  to  Mazomanie.  It  is 
known  that  the  Peake  Company  built  a nicely 
appointed  “pent  house"  on  the  roof  of  the

The  Micmac  Indians  called  it  Abegweit  - "Land  cradled  on  the  waves". 
According  to  their  legend,  the  great  spirit  created  this  special  island  from 
left-over  red  clay  used  to  make  the  earth.  The  floating  paradise  was  called 
Minegoo,  and  although  it  was  the  hone  of  the  Indians,  the  great  spirit 
visited  its  beautiful  countryside  every  summer. 

A timeless  ream  of  sun-washed,  emerald-green  pasture  and  weathered 
fishing  villages  - this  is  the  island  popularized  by  Lucy  Maud  Montgomery. 
The  Late  19th  Century  novelist  would  be  delighted  to  see  her  homeland 
virtually  unchanged;  though  Canada's  most  densely  populated  province. 
Prince  Edward  Island  retains  its  rural  culture  with  only  one  city  to  its 
credit.  Quiet  country  roads  connect  a colorful  mosaic  of  farmland  and 
harbor,  and  the  tallest  towers  are  those  of  prim  19th  century  churches  and 
lighthouses  - watch-guards  of  an  unchanged  way  of  life.

REVERSE 

The  beaded  design  is  around  the  edge  of  the  coin,  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND 
ILE  - DU  - PRINCE  EDOUARD  appears  from  the  lower  left  to  lower  right,  25 
CENTS  is  at  the  bottom  edge  of  the  design.  The  device  depicts  the  rugged, 
beautiful  Cousin's  Shore  coastal  area  on  the  North  Shore  of  the  Island  with 
its  high  red  sandstone  cliffs,  and  separate  Rock  Formation  jetting  into  the 
Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  to  the  right  appears  two  small  areas  of  brush  with  the 
designers  initials  NGR  appearing  the  upper  bush  and  just  to  the  left  of  N in 
Prince.  To  the  left  are  rolling  hills,  puffy  clouds  are  at  the  top  of  this 
picture,  and  the  rest  is  landscape  design.  The  designer  is  Nigel  Roe,  he 
was  born  in  1952  in  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia.  He  and  his  family  subsequently 
moved  to  Montreal  where  he  lived  until  1978.  Since  then  he  has  resided  in 
Cnarlotteltown  with  his  wife  Marlene.  Nigel  studied  Art  at  the  Nova  Scotia 
College  of  Art  and  Design  in  Halifax  and  at  Dawson  College  in  Montreal. 
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ONTARIO 

The  first  European  to  see  Ontario  was  the  French  explorer  Etienne 
Brule,  who  arrived  via  the  Ottawa  River  in  the  early  1600's.  He  was  joined, 
in  1615,  by  Samuel  De  Champlain,  who  was  searching  for  a northern  ocean; 
Champlain  went  on  to  become  the  first  European  to  view  the  Great  Lakes 
shore.  His  example  was  followed  by  Jesuit  Missionaries  who  penetrated  the 
area  around  Windsor  in  the  1640 's  paving  the  way  for  Joliet,  La  Salle,  and 
Cadillac. 


ONTARIO 


REVERSE 

A beaded  edge  is  around  the  coin,  ONTARIO  appears  at  top.  The  design 
is  that  of  a large  windswept  Jack  Pine  bending  ever  so  slightly  to  the  left 
with  a small  one  in  front  almost  bend  over,  both  are  growing  from  a glacier 
sculpted  granite.  The  large  tree  has  three  branches  on  each  side  of  the 
trunk  and  one  at  the  top.  In  the  back,  around  appears  a forest  of  Jack 
Pines.  The  designers  initials  GS  are  in  the  right  edge  of  the  Granite.  The 
designer  is  Greg  Salmela,  who  was  born  in  Niagara  Falls,  Ontario.  He  took 
an  interest  in  art  early  in  life,  influenced  by  artists  on  both  sides  of  the 
family.  Greg  currently  works  as  a graphic  designer  in  London,  Ontario. 
Interests  include  archeology,  paleontology  and  geology.  He  is  also 
enthusiastic  about  taking  photographic  and  drawing  excursions  to  remote 
natural  regions  and  is  looking  forward  to  exploring  the  Gobi  Desert, 
Antarctica  and  the  Canadian  Arctic.

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Answers  to  Canadian  Quiz  “A” 

1.  There  are  4 types  of  1859  large  cents  listed.  #1  is  the  normal  type,  #2  is  the  re- 
engraved wide  9,  #3  is  the  59  over  58  with  narrow  9,  #4  is  the  59  over  58  with  wide  9. 

2.  There  are  seven  “H”  mint  marks  in  the  large  cent  series.  They  are  1876H,  81H,  82H, 
90H,  98H,  1900H,  1907H. 

3.  For  1891  there  are  three.  They  are  large  leaves,  large  date;  large  leaves,  small  date; 
and  small  leaves,  small  date. 

4.  There  are  no  varieties  of  type  listed  in  the  small  cent  series  of  King  George  V.  The 
1936  dot  is  so  rare  it  is  considered  to  be  unavailable  to  collectors. 

5.  The  use  of  the  wrong  die  resulted  in  the  1955  no-shoulder-fold  type  coin.  This  piece 
is  difficult  to  spot  when  circulated  and  is  the  scarcest  of  the  Queen  Elizabeth  H small 
cents. 

6.  The  “H”  mintmark  designates  the  coin  being  produced  at  the  Heaton  Mint  in 
England.  That  was  the  firm  used  to  assist  in  producing  Canadian  coinage  at  that 
time.  There  are  only  two  years  that  the  Heaton  Mint  produced  a complete  Five  coin 
series  for  Canada.  Those  were  1881  “H”,  and  1890  “H”. 

7.  In  1936  following  the  death  of  King  George  V,  the  problem  of  Edward  VIII  coming 
on  the  throne  was  not  settled.  As  a result,  the  coinage  of  George  VI  was  delayed.  In 
order  to  Fill  the  gap,  they  tried  to  use  a dot  under  the  date  of  George  V coins  until  the 
proper  dies  were  ready.  It  did  not  work  too  well. 

8.  There  are  3 coins.  The  controversial  one  cent  coin,  the  10  cent  coin  and  the  25  cent 
coin  with  the  “dot”  under  the  date. 

9.  Although  all  of  the  1947  coinage  was  not  produced  in  that  year,  if  you  wanted  all  of 
the  coins  that  have  the  1947  date  it  would  take  17  to  complete  it.  Canadian  Trends 
show  a 5 cent  dot  for  1947  as  well  as  a dot  for  the  twenty-Five  cent  piece.  Going  a step 
further,  I have  seen  a 1947  “Dot”  dollar.  This  could  make  the  total  of  18. 

10.  The  mismatched  use  of  the  obverse  die  in  1973  resulted  in  the  muled  die  production  of 
the  large  bust  twenty-Five  cent  piece.  It  is  the  scarcest  Elizabeth  II  twenty-five  cent 
coin. 

11.  The  S100  gold  coin  of  1980  shows  a northern  scene  with  a kayak  on  one  side  and  no 
writing  whatsoever! 

12.  The  Fust  year  of  the  pliofilm  wrapped  collectors  coins  known  as  prooflike  sets  was 
introduced  in  1961.  The  coins  are  not  “prooF’  coins.  The  story  of  the  terminology  of 
the  words  "proof-like”  is  in  Jim  Charlton’s  1977  25th  Anniversary  edition  of  his 
Standard  Catalogue  of  Canadian  coins. 

13.  The  Canadian  sovereigns  were  produced  for  a total  of  ten  years.  These  are  1908,  1909, 
1910,  1911,  1913,  1914,  1916, 1917,  1918, and  1919. 

14.  Due  to  the  rapid  rise  in  the  cost  of  silver  bullion,  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  found  it 
necessary  to  change  from  a silver  dollar  to  a smaller  size  all-nickel  coinage.  This 
occurred  in  1968. 

15.  The  celebration  of  Canada's  125  year  Anniversary  prompted  the  production  of  12 
different  25  cent  pieces  to  commemorate  the  event.  Each  province  and  territory  will 
have  a coin  issued  during  the  year  of  1992. 
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Answers  to  the  Quiz 

1.  Beads  made  from  clam,  conch  and  other  shells  and  used  as  money  by  North  American 
Indians  were  known  as  wampum,  and  were  used  as  early  as  about  1570. 

2.  A “made  beaver”  is  a beaver  pelt  that  has  been  dried,  stretched,  and  tanned.  It  was  the 
standard  unit  of  value  in  the  fur  trade  during  most  of  its  history.  Early  tokens  were 
denominated  in  made  beaver. 

3.  In  Canada  under  the  French  regime,  a lack  of  coin  forced  the  local  government  to  issue 
notes  written  on  the  backs  of  playing  cards.  The  first  issue  was  in  1685.  Card  money 
was  used  almost  continuously  till  1759. 

4.  This  coinage  originated  in  Malaya.  It  was  made  of  lead  in  four  sizes,  with  a hole  for 
stringing.  It  received  its  name  because  it  resembles  a small  square  hat. 

5.  Yap  stones  are  the  largest  coins.  They  were  used  on  the  island  of  Yap,  and  were  made 
from  aragonite,  a stone  not  found  on  the  island.  Their  value  was  due  to  the  250-mile 
voyage  by  canoe  from  the  source  of  the  stone  to  Yap.  The  largest  are  12  feet  in 
diameter. 

6.  Copper.  It  looks  like  a rounded  X and  comes  in  many  sizes.  Twelve  large  crosses  could 
purchase  a bride  among  the  Katanga  tribe  who  used  them.  The  district  known  as 
Katanga  today  is  a part  of  the  Republic  of  Zaire. 

7.  These  are  early  coins  of  Thailand,  denominated  in  bahts  and  fractions  of  a baht  They 
were  made  of  molten  silver  poured  into  a mould,  doubled  over,  and  stamped  with  the 
mark  of  the  reigning  king.  At  times  bullet  money  was  made  of  gold.  They  received 
their  name  because  they  resemble  spent  bullets. 

8.  Plate  money  is  money  made  in  sheets  of  metal,  usually  square  or  oblong,  stamped  with 
the  device  of  the  issuing  authority.  Japan,  Russia  and  Sweden  have  made  use  of  plate 
money.  Sweden's  is  best  known,  and  has  the  largest  such  pieces. 

9.  Money  trees  originated  in  China  and  Japan.  They  were  the  result  of  casting  coins  on 
a common  sprue  or  stem.  When  not  removed  from  the  stem  the  coins  resemble 
leaves  on  a tree  branch,  hence  the  name. 

10.  Sycee,  which  means  fine  silk.  This  name  was  from  the  fine  cooling  lines  formed 
during  casting  of  these  pieces. 

11.  The  Kissi  or  Ghizzy  penny.  It  looks  like  a piece  of  twisted  iron  wire.  If  broken  it  is 
valueless  until  the  witch  doctor  rejoins  the  pieces  and  so  “restores  its  soul”.  The 
money  was  used  in  Sierra  Leone  and  Liberia. 

12.  Shield  money  or  “tau”,  sometimes  called  Chiefs'  Coppers.  These  were  famous  as  a sign 
of  the  wealth  of  the  tribe.  They  figured  in  the  potlatch  ceremonies  of  early  days. 

13.  It  originated  in  China,  and  much  mystery  surrounds  its  origin.  It  resembles  the  root  of 
a lotus  sliced  lengthwise.  It  sometimes  is  called  corrugated  key  money. 

14.  In  Siam,  now  Thailand.  They  are  an  interesting  part  of  the  numismatic  history  of  the 
kingdom,  originating  about  1760  and  finally  prohibited  in  1871. 
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CANADIAN  DOLLAR 


Twenty  thousand  dollars  in  Canadian  Loon  dollar  coins  and  paper  money 
were  exchanged  by  the  public  for  the  new  dollar  coins  commemorating  Canada's 
125th  birthday  at  a ceremony  on  Canada's  Parliament  Hill  June  29.  The  new 
design  was  unveiled  one  day  short  of  the  "Loonie's"  five-year  anniversary  on 
June  30. 


Around  the  eleven  sided  coin  are  beads,  with  CANADA  appearing  at  the 
top  and  DOLLAR  at  the  bottom.  The  design  depicts  the  centre  block  of  the 
Parliament  Buildings.  The  centre  Block  was  destroyed  by  a fire  in  1916,  but 
was  later  reconstructed  according  to  the  original  design  minus  the  wood 
paneled  interior.  The  central  building  is  crowned  by  the  magnificent  89.5 
meter  Peace  Tower  with  its  Carillon  of  53  Bells,  the  largest  of  which 
weights  10,080  kilograms.  Dedicated  to  the  66,650  Canadians  who  sacrificed 
•.their  lives  in  World  War  I,  the  Peace  Tower  contains  national  memorials  and 
the  Memorial  Chamber  with  its  Book  of  Remembrance.  A white  light  burns  at 
the  base  of  the  flagpole  at  all  times.  There  are  three  children  sitting  on 
the  ground,  the  one  at  the  left  is  holding  the  Canadian  Flag,  and  the  centre 
child  points  to  the  Peace  Tower  clock  which  reads  1:25.  The  designer  is 
Rita  Swanson,  who  was  born  in  Yorkton,  Saskatchewan , a city  situated  190  km 
North-East  of  Regina.  During  her  formative  years  she  lived  on  a farm  near 
Bredenbury,  Saskatchewan  and  attended  the  local  school.  Ms.  Swanson 
attended  Red  Deer  College  on  an  art  scholarship  where  she  studied  Art  & 
Design.  In  1983  she  married  her  husband,  Cal.  They  live  on  a farm  near 
Churchbridge , Saskatchewan  with  their  daughters,  Sadie,  age  5 and  Ashley, 
age  2 years.  Rita  works  as  a teacher's  aide  and  at  her  growing  art 
portfolio.  Her  paintings  are  displayed  at  local  shows  and  in  juried 
provincial  exhibitions.

Austria's  Vienna  Philharmonic 
gold  coin,  the  most  popular  bullion 
investment  coin  in  Europe  since  in 
introduction  in  late  1989,  is  being 
made  available  to  investors  across 
the  United  States  and  Canada.

Unlike  the  American  eagle,  the 
Philharmonic  is  minted  from  pure 
gold.  Its  .9999  (24-karat)  fineness 
enhances  the  coin's  appeal  to 
investors  interested  in  a pure  gold 
product.  The  Austrian  Philharmonic 
is  fabricated  in  one-ounce,  quarter- 
ounce,  and  tenth-ounce  sizes.  The 
coins  are  legal  tender  and  have  face 
values  of  2000  Austrian  shillings, 
500  shillings,  and  200  shillings, 
respectively. 

The  Austrian  Philharmonic's  de- 
sign is  unique  in  the  world  of  gold 
investment  coins . The  coin  honors 
the  Vienna  Philharmonic  Orchestra, 
Austria ' s cultural  ambassador  to  the 
world.  Its  reverse  portrays  a 
variety  of  musical  instruments  while 
its  obverse  pictures  the  famous 
organ  in  the  orchestra ' s Vienna 
concert  hall. 

The  Austrian  Mint  has  appointed 
Mocatta  Metals,  New  York  City,  MTB 
Banking  Corporation,  New  York  City, 
and  Canadian  Imperial  Bank  of 
Commerce,  Toronto,  as  its  primary 
distributors  in  North  America. 


TREASURY’S  HOLIDAY  ORNAMENT 

The  United  States  Mint 
annouched  that  the  Treasury 
Historical  Association's  1992 
Commemorative  Holiday  Ornament  is 
available  at  Mint  sales  centers. 

Tne  24-karat  gold-washed  ornament, 
approximately  2-5/8  inches  in 
diameter,  features  a 3 dimensional 
depiction  of  the  first  Mint  building 
in  Philadelphia  in  honor  of  the 
Bicentennial  of  the  U.S.  Mint. 
Above  the  Mint  building  is  a banner 
inscribed  with  the  words,  "First 
Mint  Philadelphia",  and  above  the 
banner  the  inscription  "1792- 
1992"  surrounded  by  the  words 
"Bicentennial  of  the  United  States 
Mint"  and  a border  of  stars. 

The  ornament  also  will  be 
available  at  conventions  and  coin 
shows  where  the  Mint  exhibits  its 
products.
